NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20th September 1971 

G.S.R. 1419.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1961, namely; — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Fourteenth Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1971, 

(2) They shall come into force with ellect from 1st October, 1971. 

2. (1) In the Indian Telegraph Rules. 1951, (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules). In rule 2, after clausa (zz), the following clauses shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(aaa) FIRE ALARM SERVICE means a service consisting of a switch 
board at the Fire Brigade Station with lines extending upto Telephone 
instrument in the Fire Alarm Pillars. 

(bhb) RIFLE RANGE CONNECTION mean.s a telephone communication 
between the Markers’ hut at a Rifle Range and the DifTcrent firing 
points along the Range’’, 
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(2) In rule 434 of the said rules, after Section X, the following Sections shall 
be inserted, namely: — ■ 

‘‘XI. — Local private wires rented to All India Radio for broadcasting: purposes 
shaU be charged at the following rates; 

(i) Private wires rented for continuous use, Normal departmental rates 
as per Section IX. 

(11) Floating Unes (lines which can be shilled to varying points v/ithin a 
town when pairs can be made available without undue loss to the 
Department?. 


The rentals for the.se lines shall be Rs. 400/- per annum per pair within a 
radial distance of 6 kilometres from the Departmental exchange. For the portion 
of the line exceeding 6 kilomttres, the rent chargeable shall be Rs. 75]- per annum 
for each additional kilometre or part thereof. The charges leviable for a shift of 
the floating lines wiU be the same as for a shift of private wires. 

XII. Extensions from Long Distance P.C.Os. 


The rentals for the extensions from Long Distance PCOs shall be Rs. InO/- per 
annum upto 1 kilometre and Rs. 100/- per annum for each additional kilometre or 
part thereof upto 5 kilometres (actual length). If the length of the extension 
exceeds 5 kilometres (actual length), rent shaU be chargeable at the above rates, 
only if the existing wires or cable conductors are utilised with inexpensive change(i; 
Lherwlse; rent shall be calculated both at flat rates and on capital cost basis and 
ihe higher of the two shall he chargeable as the rental. 

XIII, Connections from Temporary Exchanges or Private Branch Exchanges 
installed on important occasion. 


(I) Rentals for telephone connections provided from a Temporary exchange 
or a temporary PBX, shall be leviable at a flat rate of Rs. 100 per month or part 
thereof (inclusive of call charges. If leviable) for the first kilometre from the 
exchange or PBX. For every additional Km. or part thereof, an additional rental 
at the rate of Rs. 30 per month or part thereof will be leviable. 

(II) The temporary exchange or the temporary PBX will be treated as Depart- 
mental exchange for the purpose of trunk caU charges according as the exchange 
or PBX falls within or outside the local area of an exchange system respectively. 

(iii) In case the operation of a temporary manual exchange opened at the 
request of the organisers of the functions, conlerences, exhibitions and the like, is 
entrusted to the organisers, a rebate of Rs. 10/- per connection per month or part 
thereof will be admissible from the rentals payable by them, 

XIV. — Fire Alarm Service 


The rental for the .switch board shaU be 75 per cent of the rental for a PBX of 
equivalent capacity, and rental for the Fire Alarm Extensions shall be 75 per cent 
of the rental of PBX connections of equal length. 

XV. Rifle Range Connections 


Rental for the Rifle Range Connections .shall be levied at the same rates as are 
applicable to private wires/Non-exchange linos as the case may he".
